Mirteola, Ju ly 13.— W illiam Patter­ 
son, chief chauffeur for J. P. Morgan, 
tells an astonishing story of an at­ 
tempt of six men in a black limou­ 
sine to stop Sir Cecil Spring-Kiee, the 
British ambassador, while Patterson 
was driving him in one of Mr. M or­ 
gans cars on the W estbury road near 
Green vale on last Monday night, two 
days after Frank Holt shot Mr, M or­ 
gan. 
According to Patterson's story told 
to Constable Frank M cCahill of Glen 
Cove and other county officers, the 
incident occurred while S ir Cecil was 
on his way from the Morgan home on 
East Island to W illard D, Straight’s 
In.use at Greenvale. 
The ambassador 
was a guest of Mr. Morgn when Holt 
made his attack. 
Patterson drove S ir Cecil in one 
of the 
Morgan 
limousines. 
W hen 
about three miles from Greenvale an­ 
other limousine, also black and show­ 
ing no tail light, passed the Morgan 
car. 
About 300 yards ahead it slowed 
down to the pace at which Patterson 
v»as driving and maintained this po­ 
sition for some two miles, greatly to 
the chauffeur’s concern. 


Chauffeur Tears Through. 
Patterson became thoroughly fright­ 
ened, however, when on reaching a 
dark turn in the road, about a mile 
from Greenvale, the dark car stopped 
and backed so that it was diagonally 
across the road in front of the ma­ 
chine carrying the British ambassa­ 
dor. 
As to what happened next Patter- 
eoti is not sure. 
Six men, he thinks, 
jumped from the ear, and strung out 
across the road in front of him. One 
of them made 
signals and shouted 
words that were unintelligible to P a t­ 
terson, 
His only thought was that 
here was another attempt on the life 
of an eminent man and that that man 
relied largely on him for safety. 
W ith 
his heart 
pounding, Patter­ 
son says, he threw his ear into high 
speed and skirted the car that inter­ 
posed. 
Ho hcadod his heavy limou­ 
sine straight at the men. 
Patterson is not sure whether he 
struck two of them glancing blows or 
whether they dived under their black 
machine to escape injury. 
He did not 
leek back, hut drove his distinguished 
passenger safely to Mr. Straight's. 
Im m ediately on 
returning 
to the 
M< rgan estate1 he reported the occur­ 
rence and his suspicions to the guards 
there. 
No report of it was made to 
acting 
Sheriff Kavnor 
here, nor to 
county Detective Seaman. 
Constable 
M cCahill inquired at garages near the 
scene of 
the 
holdup, 
thinking the 
black car was simply in trouble and 
its passengers wanted assistance, but 
could find nobody who saw such a 
car last Monday night. 


Spring Rice W on’t Diicuss It. 


Sir Cecil Spring Rice is now at the 
British embassy in Washington and 
said that there was no foundation for 
the report that he was held up during 
his trip back to New York from the 
Morgan place, which was the first re­ 
port of the occurrence. He would not 
discuss hi3 return journey.

It was a featu re of the 
con vies s condu cted b y the b u reu to 
ascertain presidential preferences, the 
political situ ation and b u siness condi­ 
tions. 
These Inqu iries were sent to 
ail classes of peogle for the pu rpose 
of getting varied points of view and 
to men of all shades of political b e­ 
lief. 
The iesu lt of the canvass con­ 
cerning President Wilson follows the 
lesu lt given ou t the day b efore on 
the 
Repu b lican 
Presidential 
prefer­ 
ences, showing former Senator Klihu 
Root far ip the lead. 
Some of them were senators* and 
representatives, others formerly prom­ 
inent In national 
or state politics. 
Several form er senators were asked 
for opinions On the situ ation In their 
localities and they replied fu lly and 
frankly. 
Bankers, heads of com mer­ 
cial exchanges, cou nty seat lawyers, 
cou ntry editors, as well as editors of 
large magazines 
and farm weeklies 
are inclu ded in the list of correspond­ 
ents who generou sly responded to the 
Inqu iries with the u nderstanding that 
their names were not to 
b e men­ 
tioned.

are not complaining as u ru le, b u t in 
indu strial commu nities there is de­ 
pression except in those particu lar 
indu stries engaged in the manu fac­ 
tu re of war su pplies. Props are prom 
hing and the farm ers appear to b e 
reasonab ly prosperou s nd happy. 
In 
the agricu ltu ral localities the presi­ 
dent 1 » strong particu larly. 
He is 
particu larly strong in the states of 
Minnesota, the

Iowa and California. In New England 
j and the east generally the president, 
while admired for his stand on the 
Eu ropean situ ation, is less popu lar.
